SCHOOL NO. 1. 

Two terms; first tern 10 weeks, second term 12 
weeks; both taught by Bertha Farnham with good 
success. The average daily attendance was excel- 
lent and good improyement in all branches taught 
was the result. 


SCHOOL NO. 2,-——Primary DEPARTMENT. 
Three terms; taught by Bertha Smith. Miss 
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Smith has been a successful teacher in this school 
for the last two years. The school has been well 
managed and taught, and all appreciate the success 
of the school. Quite a large number of names on 
the roll of honor in this department for perfect at- 
tendance. | 

GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 

Three terms; taught by Annie G. Wadleigh. 
Good improvement in all branches taught has re- 
warded her efforts. The interest taken by teacher 
and scholar has made the school commendable to 
all. 

SCHOOL NO. 3. 

First term, taught by Alice E. Spaulding with 
good success. Second term, taught by Alice M. 
‘Bartlett; with a much larger number of pupils, 
Miss Bartlett did commendable work in the school- 
room and resulted in one of the most profitable 
schools in town.

The attendance was 
unusually small, and, at the end of eight weeks, we 
closed the term owing to the unconffortable condi- 
tion of the schoolroom.
